DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record of Shinomura et al. teach an ultrasound signal processing 
unit, but does not describe in any detail the beamforming device used in the operation 
of the device in Fig. 3, it is clear from this description that the circuitry in this device is 
configured to work with only one scanning mode (column 1 0, lines 1 6-1 8). Daigle and 
Shinomura et al. do not teach an integrated circuit beamformer having at least 10 
channels that is programmable, that is, in which the delay applied by the beamformer is 
variable or adjustable and can thus be configured to accommodate different scanning 
modes, where the different channels are processed with different circuit boards. Based 
on the above observations, claims 75-95 are allowable.
